GENEVA (R) — Tbe Interru- 
tional Cortnnhtee of the Red 
Cross (ICRC) Tbesday a^iealed 
for 58.8 ndDion Swiss fraTO.(S45 
million) fbr famine vuxhns in 
Somali^ saying h had reached 
tbe Umh of nmat h could do for 
fieople there. 

Anarchy and looting of relief 
supplies in Somalia is compound- 
ing file devastation of the cen-' 
tury’s worst dron^ and tbe suf-. 
fering of the Horn of Africa 
nation's two milfiOD people. 

“Having reached me Iznut of 
what it can do, the ICRC is once 
again calHng upon tbe interna- 
tional commnnity to take practic- 
al and long-term action in Soma- 
lia," an unusually frank state- 
ment from theAfi^Swiss agency 
said. 

The ICRC said tbe new fuhds 
being simght from donor nations 
wonld bring its annual budget for 
Somalia to 2^ million Swiss 
francs (nearly $200 million) — 
more than one-tiiird of hs gjiobal 
annua! budget. 

Tbe SonM operation, involv- 
ing 80 ICRC delegates and 1,500 
vitiunteers from tee Somali Red 
Crescent, is the ICRCs largest, 
undertaking anee Worid War IX, 
the statement noted. 

So far this year, tiie ICRC has 
dis tri b uted 120,(X)0 tonnes of 


food, acoMdiiig to the Geneva- 
based agenqr. 

“A ntillion (leople are served 
two hot meals a day in 646 
community kitchens, and another 
million receive dry rations,” it 
added. 

The ICRC is su(mlying 10 bos- 
(litals with medical su(i|riies and 
has opened SO locaDy-staff dimes. 
Seeds are being distribirted to 
encoorage peiqile to remain in 
hr return to their villages. 

ICRC veterinarians have vac- 
cinated animals agamst parasitic 
infections to help nomadic fami- 
lies to survive. 

The United Nations held a 
donor conference in Geneva last 
week and called on Western na- 
tions to back a 100-day emergen-, 
cy action programme for Sinna- 
lia. The plan would provide $82 
million worth of food ai<L

PARIS (^aides) — Relief ex- 
perts, oppo ri tKHi p(rijtictaiis, far- 
meis and teadieis Monday criti- 
cised a govenanent programme 
to coflect packets of rice from 
Frendb schooldiildren to help 
combat famine in Somalia. 

The Research and Information 
Centre for Devek^uneot, wt^ 
represents 30 homanitarian 
groups, said the “rice for Soma- 
fia” programme planned Ttaesday 
in sdbools nationwide was an 
“nhisioo” that failed to take into 
account logiscical proUems in 
vkrience-wradeed Smnalia.

“In such conditions, bow can 
we lead our children to believe 
that the 6,000 to lO/XU tonnes of

Mr. Lang said tbe programme 
— conducted at 74,000 schools — 
is a “gesture of solidariQf wUefa 
will te»cfa our children about tins 
ooontry.”

peace process. AD indications point in the direction of 
ClintMi becoming more IHendly to and siqipwlive of Israd. 
Not only tbe deetkm rhetoric of the Democrats points that 
way, but also the intentions of Clmton himself over and 
above tbe poatkm of his own constitnencies on tbe Arab- 
Israeli disputes. For one thing ClintOD's stance on jemsalem 
is not eractiy comforting since he seems to accept the 
cnirent Isra^ ccmtrol ovm aO Jerusalem. The biggest fear 
is any future U.S. decision to move the U.S. onbassy from 
Td Aviv to Jemsakin, smnefliing diat could sd into motion 
a smies ot stanflar moves by other countries. What ainminii- 
tioo could be avaDaHe to the Arab side to med this 
challenge is something that b at best open for conjecture. As 
to the peace negotiating process, it would be doubtful that 
Washington could be expected to exert tbe same degree of 
pressure as the incumbent Republican administration.

ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


AL RA*1 daily Tuesday discussed a call by the Arab League 
Secretary General Ismat Abdul Meguid foi' an Arab summit, 
noting that soch a meeting should take place without prior 
preparations that can ensure its success. Dr. Abdul Meguid 
Ibises too well tbe inter-Arab differences, and that certain 
regimes do not wish to sit with otiiers at the snnunit and therefore 
ample preparations ought to take place in advance of such a 
parley, said the paper. The Arabs are in need of an urgent summit 
to.deal with the many problems pishing tiieir countries, and tiie 
danger poscd to them on all directions, but a summit should be 
well prepared because there is no point of calling peofde togetiier 
while realising in advance that they harbour enmity towards one 
anther, the paper continued. It said that there is need for tbe 
Arab leaders to meet and end the starvation of the Iraqi people, 
tbe ordeals of the Palestinians ud tbe Somalis and pave tbe 
gfXNind for true solidarity among the Arab countries, the paper 
said. Ute last time the Arabs met, at the summit in Oiro, it was 
before the Gulf war and it was a meeting that led to further 
<fivisions because of ill-preparations, the paper added. Ihe p^ier 
«piid that a meeting is necessary not only to end differences among 
the Ai^ re^mes but also to defi^ tension among Arab' 
lest they quarrel over border disputes and lest ttiey 
eonrin iia to impose sanctions on one another. 


A COLUMNIST ui SAWT AL SHAAB daHy dboissed the 
meeting held in Amman by the foreign ministers of Arab 
countries involved in the peace process mth Israel. Rejection of 
separate and unilateral deals wito Israel and reaffirmatiOD of the 
need for full implementation of U.N. resolutions on the Arab- 
Israeli question, said Salameh Ekour, constituted an important 
step towards consolidating the Arab stand in the fooe of Israel's 
manonevres. ‘Die vriter said that no comprehensive settlement 
has been readied guaranteei^ the return of ail Arab lands in line 
with tbe U.N. resolutions. Since tbe Palestine question serves as 
the focal point of any settlement, the right of return of the 
Palestinians and their right to an independrat state in their own 
l i^ ni itiand should be guarwteed in a final formula, the writer 
adM. He stud that there is no harm for Syria, for instance, to 
readi an agreement witii Israel over tbe Golan, but sudi an 
agreement have to be tied up to tbe final settlement whdi 
be a package deal with afl the Arab countries involved in 
this question, said the writer. .Should Israel direct its attention 
towards separate deals, added tbe writer, the Arab countries must 
pull out bom die talks ^tc^etfaer so that there can be no room for 
more manoeuvres that would be futile and could by no means lead 
to a just settlement.

the prices of pbannaceuticab in Jordan are markedly hi^ier 
than those in neighboming countries such as Syria, Egypt and 
Lebanon. to low prices in these countries ma^ be 
attributed to Socialist-based policies ($^a) or Social-biased 
mndendes (Egypt), the case Lebanon is intriguing. The reason 
is that ^ country adopts a fiill-fledged market economy and if 
tore were good groimds fbr drug prices to be high in Jordan, toy ' 
should be equally high in Lebanon or siinilarly low in Jordan. 

An analogous situation is the case of qiare parts of aO electric 
app^ances and mechanical vdiides, notoly cars. The atuation 
tore is so ^ical to to extent .tot one or two qwe parts may 
cost more than to entire original machine. Under mese odd 
dreumstanoes, the consumer sometimes opts for buying a new 
a{^ance or machine rather than repairing the old one. In tins 
economically Irizarre situation, to consumer stands to lose, to 
country also loses throng minecessaiy additional imports to no 
reason other than enabling to importer to cam a high profit. The 
whde system worics to generate vast economic waste. 


However, to alaimhig source of worry is not confined to tot 
waste but indudes the absence of to r^t mechanism to protect 
consumers in a market econ o my. Practically, to importer of the 
so-called original parts enjoys some sort of a monopoly. In a 
certain sense tins is also a^IicaUe to drag imports. When a 
doctor prescribes an antibiotic under a certain brand, to patient 


will be compelled to look to that particular brand ^licfa is 
imported by only one specto dn^ store even thqugh the same 
antibiotic may te availaUe in to domestic market under other 
conunerdaT names. 

The cases of to prices of imported drags and spare parts 
represent faring examples of to tenure of to mark^ foica to 
act in teriMir of to consumer. Hie market mechanism is jannned 
in this part of to.road, whether tins is due to monopolistic ot 
semi-moDopoUstic practices or to inadequate dreulatioii of 
information. Here government intervention is stron^y vrar^ 
ranted. And if it takes place, sudr intervention viH not violate 
market economy rates, under to most advanced forms of market 
economies, governments intervene fo fffotect to costoner when 
the market forces fail to produce fair prices pven whe re tha t calls 
to drastic measures. (Remember to (fismantliDg of ITT in to 
United States). 

Unjustifi^le hi^ prices like tiiose of our spare parts and 
pharmaceutical produ^ mean exoq>ti(mally tet profits. Sudi* a 
pattern of p rofiteering lea^ to income concentration and weahfa 
di spa ri t i es. Now, the present advanced countries were able to 
avi^ the grave soda! iD-efiiects of such dispafities through 
spectacolar economic jwogress whiefa {sodno^ gains that were 
not only adequate to boost to weaMi of to privileged bnt also to 
cater for the minimnm requirements of to less privil^ed and 
thus pacify them.

N. Korea aiinoiiiices foreign investment laws 


TOKYO ZAP) — North Korea 
aimomiced new foreign invest- 
ment laws Tuesday in hs latest 
move tow ar ds emhng the hard- 
line cmnmunbt regime’s econo- 
mic bolation. 

North Korea’s largely symbidic 
Supreme People’s Assembly 
adopted the laws to expand the 
country’s limited eoommuc and 
tedmi^ exchanges, the t^fidal 
Korean Central News Agency 
(KCNA) said in a report moni- 
tored in Tokyo. 

North Korean officials told re- 
porters visiting Fyongjnng lati 
spring that they were m the pro- 
cess of drafting a legti framework 
to enaUe fote^ otnnpanies to 
operate in their nation’s centnl- 
ised economy. 

foitiatives taken by the reclu- 
sive povenuaeot in the past, in- 
cludug a joint venture law 
enacted in 1984, so far have 
produced miniinal results, partly 
because of the lack of l^al pn^>' 
tection for inve^ors. 

A few North Koreans fiving in 
Japan have set up joint-venture 
garment factories and there are a 
few other foreign busmessmen 
dmng busmess in Pyongyang, but 
so fu diere b no sign of large- 
scale foreign investment in the 
country. 

The new laws closely resemble 


those passed in China to encour- 
age capitalist investment while 
protec ti ng the sodafist tystem. 

Th^ allow foreigners to set iqi 
equity and eontractnal joint ven- 
tures in North Korea and to set 
iq> and run wholly foreign-owned 
compames in free economic and 
trade zones planned along the 
lines of China’s booming trade 
zones, the KCNA report said. 

It raid a separate law on con- 
tractual joint ventures was in- 
tended for companies that pro- 
duce goods for export, for tour- 
ism ^ service TOostries, and 
fm pit wi otiitt the introduction of 
advanced teduiology. 

That law provides qiecial tax 
incmitives for joint ventures that 
import new technology and speci- 
fies diat jownt ventures win be 
allowed to remtt'fm)^ overseas. 

The law ou foreign enterprises 
allows ontsidets to set up finm in 
electronics, automation, 
machine-building, food- 
processing, dodung, transport, 
sendee and other industries, the 
news agency said. 

The new laws allow foreign, 
investors to bring in needed tedi- 
nical and managerial staff, but 
require most management and 
eaqiloyees to be North Korean. 

like China, North Korea has 
snd it wants to open its economy 


white retaining hs commanist 
political tystem. The government 
has been under the iron-fisted 
^p of Kim n Sung since Korea 
was divided into the communist 
North and pro-Western South in 
1945. 

Decbknis by tiie former SoAet 
Union and by Chhia to cut back 
on eoonomie snmiort and seek 
doser ties with South Korea have 
severely strained the North’s eco- 
nomy, forcing Pyongyang to seek 
bdp ebevriiere.

“In case an inevitable, titnatiem 
makes it necessary to nationalise 
or sdze those enterprbes aod 
assets, fair w^wipwratinn . shall 
be made for thm,’’ it said. 

Kiyohiko Tanaka, managmg 
director of the Japan-Korea 
Trade Assodation, the new 
laws were a “first step,** but most 
investors remain ws^. 

“We just don’t have enon^ 
data about the real econmnx 
tituation in the country, and 
neither do the North Kroaos. 
Both sides have to study more to 
see if diere are any merits to 
investing there," Mr. Tanaka 
said.

High interest rates hit producers in Nigeria 


LAGOS (R) — fodastrialbts in 
Nigeria have said diat faig|i in- 
terest rates were aippling jati- 
dnetive activity and imdennhimg 
business confidence in sub- 
Saharan Africa’s biggest eco- 
nomy. 

“Tm high interest rates are 
dbcouftigii^ investment," Uzor 
Okeke, acting duectm general of 
the Manufacturers Association of 
Nigeria, Urid Renters. 

“What we are doii^ b tystema- 
tically destroymg die pnodnetive 
sector of the economy,** he 
added. 

Interest rates have been driven 
up because of a shortage of funds 
In lire bankiiig indDStty after the 
Central Bank of Ifigeria (CB^ 
last momh mopped up Bqnidfty 
Ity bsniiig oanpnlsmy stabilisa- 
tion securities. 

Oh Sept 22 and 25 the CBN 
issD^ stabilisation securities 
worth 7.4 billion naira ($277.6 
million) to mop up excess liqnid- 
ity vdiim prodneers and baiikers 
Uune on overspeaifing Ity the 
milftaiy gov dam enL 

The mop-up was the latest in a 
series oi CBS cash withdrawals 
aimed at checking inflation, 
■whidi b running at above 50 per 
cent, and stabffisnig the Naira’s 
foreign exdun^ rates after a 41 
per cent devalmtion in March. 

Bankas ray_ the use of stabi-

“Tbe esq^ 
skm was directed agiainst the pofice station. It had nothing to do 
with McDonald’s whatsoever,” Yuri Fedoseyev, bead of the 
Moscow Poliqe Criminal Invest^ations Department, terfd repor- 
ters. ”11 was an onfinaiy crime... we do not know what tbe motive 
was.” he said. Security Ministiy spokesman Alexander 
Mikhailov told Inforfruc News Affxcy tiiat the RG1V5 army 
grenade had bounced off window bars and landed bn tbe 
pavement, where it explcxled, several windows were broken in the 
blast. Tbe most serioutiy hurt victim, a five year-old girt from 
A^ianistan mth head and band wounds, was not in any 
immediate danger, Mr. Fedoseyev said.

15 die in Taiwan hotel blaze 

TAIPEI (R) — Fire swept through a hotel in the southern Taiwan 
dty of Kaohnung before dawn Tuesday, killings 15 people and 
injuring 13 in a suspected arson attack, police said.

Mr. Qmton, the frontnumer, 
said that Abraham Lincoln, too, 
had once opposed a war — the, 
dvil war. Qinton said be 
could send Americans into battle 
if neoessaiy to protect the ua- 
tion's interests and pointed out 


that other presidents — sudi as 
Woodrow Wilson and Franklin 
Roosevelt — bad done so sritbout 
having served in unifonD. 

Mr. Bush and Mr. Clinton de- 
bated over issnes as diverse as 
trade to auto efficiency standards 
to the bankxng system, but tbe 
sharpest exchanges came over the 
economy and Mr. Bush's attempt 
to raise-doubts about Mr. Qin- 
ton’s trustworthiness. 

Mocfcmg Mr. Bash's anDOimce- 
■meat that former Secretary of 
State Janies Baker woold take 
command of domestic poli^ in a 
second Bush term, Mr. Cfinton 
said in his pivernnient, the pe^

A senior German offidal told 
reporters late Monday that by 
eaiiy December the NATO na- 
tions wiU have sent about 5.0C0 
troops to the area around tbe 
embattled Bosnian capital, 
Sarajevo. 

The official, who spoke on 
oomfitioB of anonymity, said the 
German Defence Ministry would 
like to mount a $88 million prog- 
ranunc to provide -logistical sup- 
port — but not troops — to help 
tbe aid c^ieration. Germany’s 
constitution prevents it from 
sending soldiers outside the 
NATO territoiy. 

Tbe defence ministers wfll no 
doubt consider plans by the Euro- 
pean Community to forge its own 
defence policies in the coming 
years. The tradiiig bloc wants to 
transform the Western European 
Union, a nine-nation security 
gronp, into its defence arm. 

As part of that, France and 
Germany have proposed a 
35,000-strong corps as tbe nuc- 
leus of an ^-Enropean army. 

Tbe United States worries that 
sudi a move could andermine the 
43-year-oId NATO. It has press- 
ed the Europeans for reasrtir- 
ances that tiieir separate defence 
efforts will complement, not com- 
pete, wifii. tbe aOianoe. -
